A big, black smoke blanket hung over the

WHAT MAY HAPPEN. 


The gold standard organs are assuring 
the country that although the expected 
turn in the tide of gold shipments is be- 
lated it will come and will relieve the 
gold reserve of its drain and the Govern- 
ment of the necessity of another issue of 
bonds. 

Unfortunately there is nothing more 
substantial to sustain this view than 
an ardent hope that it will be so. There 
is no guarantee’that a radigal change of 
conditions resulting in a heavy flow of 
gold to this country would protect the 
gold reserve, The state of the reserve 
may be influenced, but is not governed 
by the movement of. trade and the rate 
of exchange. It is an artificial fund 
subject to withdrawal at the will of those 
holding notes issued against it. It is 
possible, with the most prosperous con- 
dition of trade, with gold flowing from 
abroad and with abundance of it in the 
country, for the reserve to be depleted if 
it serves the purpose of those who con- 
trol the Treasury paper to deplete it. 

If the bond syndicate, thirsting for 
more of the rich profits realized in the 
last» bond deal, should choose to force 
| vernment into another bond issue, 
ft can attack the\reserve and by threats 
of a panic bring the Treasury to terms. 
As, long as the credit of the Government 


‘ is based upon the fetish of a gold re- 


gervé we may at any time be compelled 
to avert a threatened panic by paying 
large sums to a financial syndicate to 
ward off attacks on the reserye and be 
trennte to the absurd spectacle of a 
subsidized combination of capitalists 
keeping the country going by dribbling 
into one end of the tank the gold taken 
from the other.

will arouse. No matter how vigorously 
she disclaims responsibility for the acts 
of her soldiers or how severely she re- 
bukes their cruelty, people will reason 
that it is in the nature of a fitting climax 
to Spanish rule and that it is final proof 
| of the incapacity of the Spaniards to rule 
and of the inhumanity and injustice of 
Spain’s,domination in Cuba. 

There will be justice in this view. 
When the semi-civilized Japanese, en- 
gaged in a war with barbarous China, 
indulged in a massacre they nearly for- 
Teited the friendship of civilized nations. 
There was excuse for Ahe Japanese sol- 
diers, but civilized people will not be 
inclined te accept any excuse’for Spanish 
soldiers and especially a Spanish com- 
mander,.who should be incapable of 
such brutal violation of the rules of war 
and the precepts of common humanity. 

But the advantage to the Cuban cause 
of the prevalence of an impression that 
Spain is conducting the war -with ex- 
cessive cruelty would be so great it would 
be prudent to await verification of the 
Baire news before accepting it as true.

SMOKE CENTERS. 


Any one who will go up to the top of 

the Planters’ Hotel or the Union Trust 
building and look around will be quickly 
satisfied that there is still a great deal 
for the Smoke Abatement Association to 
do. Although the business and residence 
portions of the city are now compara- 
tively free from smoke, there are three 
or four great centers from which such 
volumes of smoke arise continuously as 
to completely blot out the horizon in 
those directions. These are North and 
South St. Louis, East St. Louis and Chel- 
tenham. Of course East St. Louis is out 
of the limits that the association is sup- 
posed to keep watch over, and as a smoke 
center it is about as bad as it could be, 
The smoke rolls out from its big. factory 
chimneys in volumes of which an Aetna 
or a Vesuvius might well be proud. If 
Past St. Louis wants to keep up with her 
big sister across the river, she will begin 
to abate this nuisance, which is Me first 
thing to strike visitors from the Hast as 
they approach the big bridge. 
Looking towards Carondelet from the 
top of one of the new business buildings, 
on an ordinarily clear day, one can see 
nothing but a mass.of smoke. Buildings, 
river, horizon and all are completely 
blotted out. By contrast, the middle 
parts of the city are as clear as a country 
hillside. It is the same looking towards 
North St. Louis. As for the area about 
Cheltenham, south of Forest Park, that 
is an old story. It is a chronic, unmit- 
igated and apparently permanently li- 
censed nuisance, 

The association should look after these 
smoke centers.

SPANISH BUTCHERS, 


Thirty-Seven Cubans, Mostly Women 
and Children, Massacred. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—A letter from Juan 


Maspous Franco, chief of staff under Gen. 


mes, cOmmander-in-chief of the Cuban 
1 tells a horrible story of Spanish 
cruelty, thirty-seven Cubans, mostly women 
and children, being massacred. 

Tuesday morning a company of 14 
under Jose Rabi took the fortress at the 
city of Baire, killed nearly a hundred Span- 
jards and took fifty-six prisoners. An hour 
later three companies of Spanish troops 
came up, and after a short but sharp re- 
sistance the Cubans fled, leaving the for- 
tress againyin the hands of thé invaders. 

When the fort had been regarrisoned with 
Spaniards one of the conrpanies broke loose 
and began to pillage the city. Commander 
Garrido, Col. Franco states, led the uni- 
formed rioters. The Spaniards were wild 
for the spilling of blood. Every human 
creature who came in their path was ruth- 
lessly slain. Within five minutes the streets 
of Baire were deserted by the panie-stricken 


natives, but the Spaniards followed them 


into their houses and killed them in their 
rooms. 

„Age, sex and condition were wholly dis- 
regarded by these liveried butchers,” gays 
Col. Franco “Old and young women, chil- 
dren, even infants, were slaughtered. Shock- 
ing indignities were offered to the unfor- 


tunate victims before and after death. The} 


Spanish soldiers stamped on the bodies of 
those whom they had slain, and ground 
their heels into the faces of men who were 
still Uving.“ 

Senorita Delores Madera, a beautiful girl 
engaged to be married, was hanged to a 
tree and riddled with bullets, Thirty-seven 
in all were killed. 


PRAISED BY CASTELAR. 


The Noted Spanish Patriot’s High 
Opinion of Marshal Campos. 


HAVANA, Sept. 6.—Senor Emelio Cas- 
telar, who was President of the Executive 
Power in Spain after the abdication of 
King Amadeo in 1873, has written a highly 


complimentary letter to Marshal Martinez 
de Campos. In this letter Senor Castelar 
expresses his admiration of the courage, 
heroic self-denial and nobleness of heart, 
which he ascribes to the Captain-General. 
He declares that the prestige which De 
Campos enjoys is recognized throughout the 
world by his own generation, which is rich 
in notable men. Castelar adds an expres- 
sion of faith that the boldness, strategic 
knowledge and deep political ideas of Mar- 
shal De Campos’ qualities, which are recog- 
nized even by his enemies, will soon give 
place to Cuba, and strengthen the fraternal 
ties which unite this beautiful island with 
her not less Godly mother, Spain. 

Marshal De Campos has replied that he is 
not entitled to the praise so liberally be- 
stowed by Senor Castelar. His only aspira- 
tion as a soldier is to do his duty, which he 
considers is never entirely performed to his 
satisfaction. He expresses the belief that 
Senor Castelar’s complimentary letter is 
inspired by his feeling of loyalty as a Span- 
lard, reinforced by his splendid fancy.

Ordinances amendatory of 18,142 and 18,143, 
providing for sewers in the Euclid avenue 
district, amounting to $187,000, were adopted 
by the Board of Public Improvements Fri- 
day. These ordinances are to rectify the 


omissions in the originals, the discovery of 
which led to the withdrawal of the lettings. 
It was decided to refer these to the Mayor 
and ask him to embrace them in the call 
for * special session, so as not to delay the 
work. 

A report was made that the work and ma- 
terial used in constructing the new erfgine- 
house 35 by Contractor Michael B. Scanlon 
was imperfect ‘and different from specifi- 
cation. Messrs. Colby and Ridgely were ap- 
pointed a committee to investigate. 

The Street Commissioner was directed to 
repair with vitrified brick such parte of 
Franklin avenue as are paved with 
wood blocks. The Street Commissioner has 
decided that it is a waste to repair with 
wood blocks, and as they wear-out all re- 
pairs will be made with brick, so that even- 
tually the whole will be replaced with brick. 
It will also give an opportunity to test 
several kinds of brick. 

The question raised by President McMath 
of the liability of property-owners to pay 
for the removal of dirt to prepare for foun- 
dations of paving, which has hitherto been 
done by the city, was referred to the City 
Counselor for a written opinion.
